Statement Made That Old Thorough- 
breds are Winning Races 


In less than five years there will 
not be two hundred thoroughbred hor- 
6e8.4in the United States“fit for rac- 
ing purposes, says John F. Ryan of 
Montreal, head of the Canadian Na- 
tional Bureau of Breeding. 

The anti-racing laws have driven | 
out of the country a very great num- 
ber of good horses and while there 
are some few places left for the own- 
ers of racers, the thoroughbred in- 
dustry has been so largely injured 
that there is not a single breeder left 
in the country who has any heart in 
bis work, 

The decalence of the thoroughbred 
in America is shown by the racing 
winning of stake races by horses sev- 
en and eight years of age which five 
| years ago would not have been able 
to win cheap selling races. I am

Famous Statesmen who have Done 
Time 


Because he has been a successful 
train robber, Mr. A. L, Jennings, of 
Oklahoma, U.S8.A., has been chosen 
by his fellow-citizens to stand for the 
important post of Public Prosecutor. 
He was serving a ten years’ sentence 
when Mr. Roosevelt pardoned him, 

I have stolen $50,006 from one train, 
declares the ex-bandit, in his election 
address, and I have ridden away with 
it tied behind my saddle in a seam- 
less sack, Now my ambition is to 
Prove that I can be as good an offi- 
cial as I was a train robber, 


If Mr. Jennings {s elected, as seems 
probable, for his graphic stories of 
brigandage are arousing extraordinary 
enthusiasm amongst the. electors, he 
will not be the first ex-criminal to be 
chosen.to hold high office in America 

There was once a certain Johh Mor- 
risey, a noted prizefighter and gam- 
bler, who came straight from jaiLand 
put up for election as Mayor of New 
York, At first the better class of 
citizens treated his candidature as a 
huge joke, but they soon found that 
it was no joking matter. 

All the thugs and thieves in the city 
were his friends, and they rallied 
round him. So, too, did the keepers 
of gambling dens and other even more 
questignable resorts, The police, 
strenge as it sounds to our ears, also 
sided with him, for they knew that 
once he was elected they would be 
given a free hand in their favorite 
occupation of levying blackmail. And 
so it came to pass that in the end he 
was elected and an era of corruption 
set in that has probably never been 
equalled in any city in the world. 

Then there is Sir Jameson, Bart, 
C.B., better known, perhaps, as “Dr. 
Jim,” who, as all the world knows, 
led the famous raid into the Trans- 
vaal in 1895, after the failure of which 
he was tried in London and sentenced 
to ten months imprisonment. Less 
than ten years afterwards, in 1904, 
that is to say, he was chosen Premier 
of Cape Colony, 

His was, of course, a political of- 
fence. So was that which caused 
Sir Charles Gavan Duffy, some time 
Premier of Y#toria, to be branded as 
a felon, He was implicated in the 
Irish rebellion of 1848, a fact which 
was afterwards to gain him the enthu- 
silastic support--and the votes—of all | 
his compatriots in Australia when he 
elected to go in for politics, 

Another Australian Premier who 
did time was Sir Charles Dibbs. He 
served a sentence in Darlinghurat|

PANAMA CANAL 


Latest Marvel of Engineering 


The construction of the 
Canal across the narrowest part 
Contral America—the total length o: 
the canal being about thirty-five miles 
--has cost $550,000,000. 

For nearly 400 year the joining up 
of the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans by 
means of a canal cut at Panama has 
been the dream of engineers and nav- 
{gators, The suggestion that such a 
canal could be constructed was first 
made in the sixteenth century, 

But although surveys were made by 
such countries as Spain, Holland and 
America, with a view to cutting a 
great canal, nothing was done to carry 
out any plan until Ferdinand de Les- 
seps, the man who constructed the 
Suez Canal, convened in Paris in 
1879 an international congress to dis- 
cuss a plan for cutting through the 
Isthmus of Panama, De Lesseps’s 
plan was adopted, money got together 
and two years later a commencement 
was made on the work, 

At first De Lessepa’s Engineering 
Conimission to Panama estimated that 
the cost of the canal would be $200,- 
000,000, but the great. engineer re- 
duced their figures to $120,000,000, 
and announced that a tide-level canal 
could be completed for that sum. 

The history of De Lesseps’s tragic 
failure is well known, Year after 
year the work went on, and little pro- 
gress seemed to be made. More mil- 
lions were borrowed until, at the end 
of elght years, $350,000,000 had been 
expended in endeavoring to carry out 
his project—a sum three times as 
large as the whole cost of the Suez 
Canal, completed and available for 
traffic, 

Then the crash came, and some 
800,000 holders of shares in France 
lost their money; and the story of 
mismanagement, bribery of public 
persons and journals in France, and 
the investigations, prosecutions, and 
imprisonment of De Lesseps and his 
son Charles and others, which dam-| 
aged the credit of many eminent men, 
shook the Republic to its foundations. 

After the Panama scandals practi- 
caliy nothing was done for ten years 
and then the French company which 
had been formed by De Lesseps sold 
the canal to the United States for 
$50,000,000. Then came another dif- 
ficulty. | Columbia, which igs connect- 
ed with Costa Rica by the Isthmus, 
refused to grant territorial rights to 
the States with a view to the comple- 
tion of the canal, Thereupon  oc- 
curred startling developments, for 
Panama, anxious for the construction 
of the canal, revolted, declared itself 
an independent State, and was duly 
recognized as such by the United 
States. 

With little loss of t!me a treaty was 
signed, by which the State of Panama 
granted the use in perpetuity of a 
zone ten miles wide, with all rights 
of proprietorship to the United 
States. In consequence of this the 
State paid the little Republic $10,000,- 
000 down and an annual subsidy o 


$2,500,000, which subsidy begins this 
year. Altogether the canal has cost 


‘the States $200,000,000, which includes 


the $60,000,000 paid to ‘the French 
company, $10,000,000 to Panama and 


| $140,000,000 for construction.

to the commerce of the world, but 
manage 
ment was left to the United States. 
And it is because America now de- 
mands that all vessels, other than

Rates and the Cost of Living 

A citizen of Western Canada is 
brenkfasting at an Ottawa hotel on 
bread and butter, bacon, eggs and 
coffee,’ Tho waster hands him the 
bill, which fs more than it used to be 
when he was thore a few years ago, 
and, of course, he lays the blame on 
rall rates, 

Lot us consider the facts, The 
rate on flout from Winnipeg to Otta- 
wa in car-load lots, all-rail, is 80 cents 
per 100 pounds, say 60 cents for a 
barrel of 196 pounds, © Manitoba flour 
being strong and well-matured, the 
Ottawa baker is able to make 196 
oaves, each weighing 144 pounds, from 
@ barrel, the addition of water and 
yeast accounting for the seemingly 
miraculous increase in the flour, Ae- 
suming that our friend eats heartily 
of bread, we get down to tliis sum 
in Rule of Three;—If the raffrate on 
the principal raw material of 196 
loaves is 60 cents, what portion of it 
1s paid by the consumer of half a loaf, 

The hotel pays five cents or so per 
loaf, but may charge him twice -or 
three times that much for half a one, 
In any event it fs evident that the 
rafl rate constitutes the merest frac- 
tion of the first cost of the bread, 
That a barrel of flour should be car- 
ried 1300 miles for 60 cents {s, if one 
comes to think of it, nothing short of 
wonderful, In Eastern Canada it 
costs 25 cen:s or thereabouts to move 
a barrel by horss and wagon from the 
railway station to the nearest house 
in town, 

The bacon Is brought to Ottawa from 
Toronto and the Canadian Pacific rate 
for car-load lots is 20 cents per 100 
pounds, The butter and eggs come 
from Smilh’s Falls and the rate for 
less than car-load lots is 15 and 19 
cents per 100 pounds respectively, We 
need not trouble ourselves about the 
coffee, 

Bacon retails in Ottawa just now 
for 25 and butter for 3 cents per 
pound, and eggs for 30 cents per doz- 
en. Once more, therefore, the rail 
rate is a wholly insignificant factor 
in the composition of the price, and 
consequently in the Westerner’s hotel 
bill. 

Here, however, we see the  bene- 
ficent working of the principle of 
charging what the traffic will bear, 
which he says {s an outrageous prin- 
ciple because it means that the rail- 
Ways mulct the settler for all he can 
pay and live. In reality it means 
quite the opposite. The bacon, but- 
ter and eggs pay a higher rate by a 
good deal in proportion to length of 
haul than the flour, in order that the 
flour may be shipped from Manitoba 
to distant markets and leave the mil- 
ler and the farmer a tolerably good 
profit. But for this system the Can- 
adian West would still be to a great 
extent a desert place.

The other reason is 
that most sea captains have one stock 
remedy—-a powerful dose of gsalts— 
which quite possibly may make the 
complaint considerably worse instead 
of better, And you have got to take 
those abominable salts, whether you 
like it or not. 

It must not be forgotien that the 
captain's position {is very difficult, If 
he is nice and sympathetic, and ever 
ready to grant absence from work, he 
will have half the crew laid up with 
indefinable maladies. 

And, on the other hand, if he falls 
to recognize that a man is really bad, 
and death or a serious illness results 
as often happens, he can hardly be 
blamed for ignorance of a @ifficult 
subject In which he has received no 
instruction, 

Any sailor of experience will tell 
you stories of sickness at sea that 
would considerably startle the average 
landsman. There was the case of 
an Irishman, who, in the tourse of a 
voyage from San Francisco to Liver- 
pool asked for exemption from duty 
because he had sévere pains in his 
legs. He was accused of. malinger- 
ing, compelled to continue his duties | 
and when his legs literally gave way | 
under him, he was left unnoticed for 
some hours. 

On being carried to the hospital at 
port, the doctor found that he was suf-| 
fering from gangrene arising from ne-| 
glected frostbite, and both his legs! 
had to be amputated. This would 
have been avoided if he had received | 
proper treatment when the pain first 
started.
